The main force of the Japanese is 
fiaid to lie concentrated near Port Ar- 
thur, with siege guns and their Inten- 
tion is believed to be to attempt a rep- 
etition of the strategy of the naval and 
miUtftry forcea of the United States 
'before Santigao and to drive the Rus- 
sian fleet out to battle. 

There Is no news hero of the where- 
abouts of the first Japanese army 
torps. 

Three hundred and fifty Russian 
eoldiers are at New Chwang and that 
tflty is fjuict.

Wrapped in Ua^fi the Body of a 
Six Year Old (J il l Found 
in a Chimney. 



WAS MISSING FOR SEVERAL DAYS. 



Rewards Aprerret^atins: 93,830 Were 
Offered by Various Persons For 
tbe Child's Recovery. 



Anonymous Letter Sent to the Mother 
—The Mysterious Action of a Well 
Dressed Young Woman May 
Lead to a Clew. 



New York. May 13.— Wrapped iu 
rags in a chimney ai hi r home In 
Third avenue the body of six-year-old 
Josephine McCahill, who has been 
missing .since May 2, was found Thufs- 
day night. The body was lodged near 
the top of the chimney and it was nee- 
essary to tear away part of the mason- 
ry to release it. It is thought tbe body 
which was terribly cut up and muti- 
lated was placed there within a day or 
two. 

The McCahill case has attradi-u 
much attention, the belief being that 
the child was kidnaped. Rewards ag- 
gregatinf $3,850 were offered by vari- 
ous persons for her recovery and mass 
meetings were held to consider plans 
for conducting the search. 

Thursday a letter was received by 
Mrs. McCahill, the «]ill4'a SMther, 
which read: 

"Dear Friend— As you made such a 
fuss, I was compelled to kill Josie. If 
you give $500 to a boy I will send, you 
can have 'he body. H. .M." 

"P. S. — Don't mind stories you 
hear." 

The police considered this letter as 
the work of some heartless meddler. 

After leaving her home on May 2 
to I'lay in the stree t the child was si eu 
in Third avenue with a man (lescril)e(; 
as tall and dark. She had a bag of 
candy in her hand, but was crying. 
That is all the police have bad to 
work on. Their search has proceeded 
on the belief that the man was nn 
Italian and that the girl would eventu- 
ally bo found In one of the Italian col- 
onies in this or some nearby city. 

An examination of the body later 
disclosed that it was badly decompos-. 
ed but that It had not been mutilated. 
It has been learned lliat children of 
the nc iuhborhood liavi- 1]< eii aeeustdui- 
ed to hide In the chiiiiiH .\s while at 
play on the roofs and tbe police now 
believe that the McCahill girl climbed 
onto the ( himney and fell into it. 

Twi( c Tfiursday. before the body 
was found, a well dressed yotmg worn- 
sn called at the Mc(.'ahill home and 
said that she had a presentiment that 
the child would be found in the chim- 
ney. On her second visit she express- 
ed surprise that a s^an h of the chim- 
ney had not be( u made on her previ- 
ous 'siigj;esti(iii. Pli( refused to .sive 
her name or adtlress and the police 
are now trying to find her. It was 
after her second visit that the investi- 
gation was made which resulted in the 
flndinv of the body.

But, Instead, for 
one momeut, as If by tome ttraiiKe. iny-terioui 
iultuenceof the soul, tbe Testament still in his 
hands, till- ni'Kro ral-ed his arms revfreutly to- 
ward Heaveu, hi^ lips moving silently. As be 
did >o, the Sleeves of the death-gow n and of his 
poor latrged shirt beneath tell to his elbows. 
The .'^herltl of Hanover County started with pain 
at he saw the Kreat scars, pitiable yet iu the 
silent story of the HKoiiy the man had sultered 
years ago. The .sherill's frail mililary ligure 
^tralKhteued and his faded eyes shone as he 
quickly turned and faced the crowd. "Ueutle- 
men," he said, lifting bis band, "Gentlemen, 
friends," be implored, "moat of you bavoliuowu 
me since your boyhood.

The telegram dropped from his lingers as 
he threw both bands to bis heart, and then fell 
linijily Into .'Sam Watiilugtou's black arms, which 
foidcii like ail iron oroea upon bis brsve old 
breai,t. Tbe Ueucral't term ol ofllce bad ended."
